Upon the inner end-portion of tho nozzle a, there is slidably 
mounted a screwed sleeve e, which is in Jointed connection with 
the spreader anas c by means of links „ Opon the 3l3ava e 
there is screwed a f ingar-nut f extending into the box-like 
carrier d, by nse&ns of which the sleeve e_ can be displaced in 
order to move the spreader arms c away from tho nozzle a or 
inwardly towards it .
